Schroeder moved on sta¬ 
ting that Study Group man- 
ber Crystal Jackson would 
chair a round table dis¬ 
cussion about implants, 
etc., at the Novariber 
meeting. Study Group 
Librarian, Alex Horvat, 
mentioned a two-part arti¬ 
cle he had been reading in 
the October issue of The 
Mbfon UFO Journal regard¬ 
ing inplants entitled 
"Maga-Brain." Horvat sta¬ 
ted he has sane ideas 
about it but needs sane 
scientific support. He 
plans to check with Wash¬ 
ington Olivers ity to put 
sane things together. 

Dave Rapp, UF09G Chief 
Field Investigator, can- 
mented he is presently re¬ 
searching the matter of 
inplants, and believes 
they enhance the inplant- 
ee’s telepathic capabil¬ 
ities. 

Horvat picked up with 
saying that part-two of 


the Mhfon UFO Journal ar¬ 
ticle on the Mega-Brain 
mentioned the 197071 Rand 
Corporation study. There 
was a discussion about 
super conductivity. Hor¬ 
vat stated that high mag¬ 
netic fields are found in 
super conductivity. Brown 
indicated that whoi you 
stand by a high magnetic 
field you can feel actual 
"push" or strength fron 
the field when you hold 
your hand 12 inches fran 
it. 

Horvat had brought sane 
hand-outs for the attend¬ 
ees and included a peti¬ 
tion of action for current 
Chairiran George Brown of 
the House Carmittee of 
Science, Space and Techno¬ 
logy in Vteshington, D.C. 
The petition requests that 
N.A.S.A. neke whatever ef¬ 
forts needed to take de¬ 
tailed photos of the area 
of Cydonia on Mars during 
the next Fters Observer 
mission and that civilians 
involved in the "Iters Pro¬ 
ject" under the direction 
of Richard Hoagland (or 
his appointees) be allowed 
to oversee the timely 
transfer of this data to 
the goieral public. 

Horvat next asked is 
ranters had an interest 
in a college level evening 
class dealing with UFO’s, 
ET's and the investigation 
of then by MJPCN and other 
qualified individuals.

After a brief break, 
Dave Rapp gave a slide 
presentation of several 
reported Missouri cases. 

The first case involved 
the mysterious material 
found in Iferk Twain Na¬ 
tional Forest oi August 
9, 1991 by well known lo¬ 
cal spelunker, Leo Tharp- 
son. He first noticed 
sane plastic material 
blowing in the breeze and 
then found a mass of other 
material on the ground. 

The debris was located 
in a very dense part of 
the forest, about 30 min¬ 
utes walking distance. 
Consequently, Rapp did not 
feel that saneone had 
hauled the material in. 
There appeared to be two 
types of debris. On view¬ 
ing the material, Rapp’s 
impression was that it was 
definitely not something 
from space. The debris 
inspected by Rapp consist¬ 
ed of what looked like 
heavy duty plastic wrap¬ 
ping material and the 
other looked like same 
kind of rock but something 
that appeared to have 
melted and then hardened. 
He arranged to have two 
pieces of it analyzed by 
Poly tech Lab. Spectrane- 
ter readings indicated 
both pieces were a high 
molecular density polyeth¬ 
elene. 

Rapp said he got sane 
information on meteors 
from a professor at 
William Raney-Harper 

College in Illinois, and 
concluded that this was 
not the fallout of a

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meteor because the fire 
bum from a meteor 
exhausts, or goes out, 
about 6 miles up. By the 
time the meteor falls to 
earth it's cold when it 
lands/ as opposed to the 
Hollywood versions we're 
all used to seeing. 
Still/ Rapp speculated 
that the melting effect of 
the debris happened after 
it had fallen to the 
ground. 

Rapp believes that it 
was a weather balloon/ 
research balloon or 
military experiment that 
required a balloon. The 
debris did not cane down 
with a resounding crash 
based on the fact that 
surrounding trees were not 
downed. If it were a 


military project/ no 

military agency seems to 
have any interest in the 
find. Rapp theorizes that 
after what ever it was hit 
the ground, sanebody came 
out and took from it what¬ 
ever they wanted and then 
burned the remains. He 
said the surrounding trees 
show that a severe fire 
singed the bark area of 
the trees that face the 
debris. Because of the 
regrowth on the trees/ it 
is believed that the deb¬ 
ris fell a number of years 
ago. 

The second case Rapp 
discussed was about a 
gloving rock near Stockton 
Dam. Dwayne and Susan Be¬ 
dell/ built a house near 
this area and Eon began 


researching the phencnena. 
It seems that two years in 
a row, in February/ the 
Bedell's dog acted funny 
one evening. The Bedells 
saw sane kind of light 
coming over a rise but it 
went away before they 
could get to it. From 
where they were, on the 
hillside was a large rock 
the size of a car. They 
noticed sane kind of stra¬ 
nge markings which they 
thought looked pre-Colum¬ 
bian. About a half mile 
from this site is a pile 
of rocks in a diamond 
shape. It is unknown 
whether the two are 
connected. 

The third case was that 
of a not very inpressive 
crop circle in 

Phillipsbery, Missouri. 

The slide showed the 
circle incorporating a 
utility pole. There have 
been stories that UFO’s 
are often seen hovering 
over electric wires, but 
that may just be coinci¬ 
dental to this case. A 
fanner across the road 
from the field said he 
thinks it's nothing more 
than water pouring out of 
a culvert across from it. 
Dwayne Bedell said there 


was no standing water be¬ 
cause they had no rain 
during the period this was 
formed. All the grass was 
pushed over from the cen¬ 
ter out in a radial pat¬ 
tern. Another fanner said 
he knew what did happen 
because on time he saw a 
UFO suspended over a 
telephone pole and it ap¬ 
peared to be absorbing 
the electricity. When the 
UFO took off it had a sud¬ 
den burst of energy, which 
created the circle. At 
this point, the case is 
still open. 

In closing, Rapp infor¬ 
med the group that there 
is a model of Stonehenge 
at the University of Miss¬ 
ouri at Rolla. They used 
high pressure water to cut 
the stones and it is lined 
up exactly like the orig¬ 
inal Stonehenge monument. 

The Novonber meeting is 
scheduled to feature a 
round table discussion 
with Crystal Jackson 
regarding implants in 
hurans by aliens.

MJRB ON ANGELS AND 
MYSTERIES CF SPACE

ST. LOUIS, M0. Larry 
Schultz presented a half 
hour video tape on the 
mysterious movorent of 
"The House of Loretto" to 
the Parapsychology Carmit- 
tee at October's meeting. 

In 1291 The Mohaimedan 
Saracens moved to destroy 
all Christian shrines in 
Palestine. The house in 
Nazareth where the Virgin 
Efery purportedly was given 
the angel's message of her 
iiriTBculate conception of 
the Christ and which later 
had been the heme of the 
whole holy family in Gali¬ 
lee was also threatened. 

On Efay 10, 1291, angels 
reportedly lifted the 
whole stone-brick house to 
a remote area in Yugoslav¬ 
ia. The house, then a 
shrine for European Catho¬ 
lics, was again transport¬ 
ed by angels on Decanter 
10, 1294: this time to It¬ 
aly. 


Despite the fact that 
it was a recognized shrine 
and certified holy place 
(considered so because the 
measuraients fit the orig¬ 
inal foundation in Nazar¬ 
eth perfectly), Italians 
allowed the house to fall 
into disrepair. Angels 
moved the house for a 
third time to the estate 
of two brothers, again in 
Italy. The brothers, how¬ 
ever, quarreled about the 
house, the pilgrims it 
would attract and the re¬ 
sponsibilities it would 
bring than. Within the 
month, the peace-loving 
angels moved the house a 
fourth time to Terra San¬ 
to, Italy. There it was 
welcored as a shrine. Ac¬ 
cording to the local leg¬ 
end, it hovered above the 
ground without its stone 
foundation. 

Church officials later 
had the only door bricked 
up since it proved a bot¬ 
tleneck for visiting pil¬ 
grims.

Efery's Death, indicates 
that the Archangel Michael 
ministered to God's son 
before his arrest, trial, 
scourging and crucifixion.

TOE UFO SIGHTING 

Four separate sightings 
of unknown objects in and 
around the area of the 
rarsh have occurred within 
two months of the discov¬ 
ery of the large circles 
by three individuals. 

Three are sightings of a 
very hright light with no 
sound and one is of a 
craft of seme sort. Un¬ 
known aerial phenanena 
such as lights in the sky, 
beams of light, strange 
craft, etc. are sere times 
reported with "crop cir¬ 
cles." Sane accounts have 
been reported of unidenti¬ 
fied craft leaving sites 
where circles and other 
physical traces were 
found. Whether these 
events are directly con¬ 
nected with these circles 
is not known. The first 
UFO sighting happened in 
early June when the large 
circles in the marsh were 
first discovered. 

After giving same pic¬ 
tures of the circles to 
Clarence (owner of the 
farm with the "crop cir¬ 
cles"), he showed than to 
Larry and Miriam who own 
the farm to the West of 
his. They were surprised 
to hear his story and told 
of an odd light they had 
seen sere time in early 
June. As they were driv¬ 
ing away fran tlieir prop¬ 


erty one night at approxi¬ 
mately 10:00 P.M., they 
stopped to watch a bril¬ 
liant light for ten min¬ 
utes that remained sta¬ 
tionary over Clarence's 
house and appraxinately 60 
feet above. It roreined 
in this position until it 
streaked off above than at 
great speed with no sound. 
It sped away just as Larry 
glanced away for a second 
but he caught the nuvbrent 
out the comer of his eye. 
Cn the quadrangle map 
their line of sight with 
the UFO is on a perfect 
alignmait with the marsh 
and circles just under a 
mile away. 

At dusk on June 16th, 
Larry again saw the same 
brilliant light. "It 
looked like the landing 
light of an airplane." 
This time, he saw it 
low in the Southeast and 
within a mile away. It 
appeared to be hovering 
around a pond in that 
direction. Fran a sta¬ 
tionary position it would 
move a short distance hor¬ 
izontally to the left and 
stop, then move a short 
distance to the right and 
stop. It did this for a 
few minutes until finally 
"the light just went out." 
He could see an airplane 
several miles away in the 
direction of the light but 
could not see any visible 
structure whai the light 
went out. "I strained my 
eyes to find something but 
there was nothing to see, 
it was gone." No sound 
was heard and when invest¬ 
igating the area with 
Clarence, no circles or 
other odd markings were 
found in the area of the 
pend. 

Steve, Clarence's son, 
lives closest to the 
marsh. CH July 21st, as 
he was going to bed he 
noticed a very hright 
light shining through his 


North bedroom window in 
the direction of tlie 

marsh. He quickly looked 
out the window and saw a 
very brilliant light hov¬ 
ering just a few feet 
above and at the far edge 
of a pond that is next to 
his house. He could see 

the reflection of light in 
the water. It was in 
sight for only a few sec¬ 
onds before it went out 

and seered to vanish. He 

ran outside but could not 
see or hear anything out 
of the ordinary. His two 
dogs seemed undisturbed 
during the entire inci¬ 
dent. 

The most recent and 
inpressive sighting hap¬ 
pened approximately 9:45 
on the evening of July 30. 
It was witnessed by Larry 
as he was walking from an 
office building to the 
house. He again saw the 
same bright light in the 
direction of Clarence's 
house and watched it for a 
few minutes until it went 
out. then the light went 
out he could see a "line 
of faint pink light." It 
then began to move very 
slowly towards him. As it 
continued closer he could 
begin to see redder light 
underneath as if an over¬ 
hanging lip on the edge of 
the structure was covering 
the lights until almost 
overhead. When it reached 
his location and was dir¬ 
ectly overhead he could 
see four hright red lights 
in a square formation and 
two snail white lights 
that blinked or pulsated. 
It was perhaps 40 feet 
across and flying at some¬ 
thing below 1,000 feet and 
at a speed of only 10 or 
15 MPH. No structure 
could be seen against the 
dark sky. The moon did 
not rise for another hour. 
No sound was heard until 
it was very close and al¬ 
most directly overhead. 


lie could tlien hear a high 
pitched whiniiiy or wliistl- 
ing sound along with a 
wind rushing sound. It 
continued West until lost 
fran view in the trees. A 
few minutes later it came 
back as a hright light and 
continued to the East. A 
few minutes later he saw 
it again as a bright light 
in the South. As it moved 
horizontally it sane times 
appeared to have an undu¬ 
lating moticn as if it 
were on waves in the wa¬ 
ter. 

Larry does have a 
pilots license and a good 
knowledge of aircraft 
lights. He also has good 
perception of speed and 
height of normal aircraft 
seen in the night sky. He 
now has a video carera 
loaded and ready to go if 
another opportunity shows 
itself. All witnesses 
seoned to be both 
astonished and impressed 
by their sightings. 

Conclusion 

I could not find an 
explanation for the four 
circles in this marsh. 

But I have eliminated 
several probable causes 
with the help of quite a 
number of people. I could 
find no natural causes for 
this phenomenon. The wea¬ 
ther (wind, rain, hail or 
lightening) could not have 
been so selective to pick 
this one plant fran so 
many other plants and then 
slowly kill it over a two 
month period even though 
the marsh never dried up. 
Dr. Lenbi, the botanist 
specializing in aquatic 
plants at Purdue Univer¬ 
sity ruled out disease and 
could suggest no other 
reason why Sweet Flag 
would do this. Soil sam¬ 
ples were taken by another 
scientist and anything ge¬ 
ological in nature was 
ruled out. Animals would 









not ted down in the water 
and this wouldn't have 
killed the grass left 
standing in the center 
anyway. 

I could find no hucran 
involvement. A helicopter 
pilot and harrier jet 
technician ruled out any 
carnally known aircraft 
that could leave traces on 
the ground such as these. 
No evidence of a hoax 
could be found. Because 
of the mid, water and 
thick grass in the area 
intrusion into the circles 
could not be accanplished 
without leaving sane type 
of evidence such as a 
trail though the grass, 
tracks, mud on the leaves, 
etc. Four witnesses were 
with me when the circles 
were first entered for the 
investigation and they 
could not find any evi¬ 
dence of a hoax. 

I believe the energy 

that made the circles was 
directed frcm above the 
site and intelligently 
controlled by either human 
or alien technology. The 
alien possibility must be 
considered fran the repor¬ 
ted accounts of unknown 
flying craft in and around 
the site area. 

Footnote: 

It has been reported 
that "crop circle" phenom¬ 
ena will sometimes occur 
each year in the same area 
and sometimes in the sane 
fields. Next year we may 
very well witness similar 
events. Whether this was 
a singular occurrence only 
time will tell.

Sweet Flag (Acorus ca¬ 
lamus) has not beoi ident¬ 
ified in Madison County, 
Illinois although it has 
been recorded in many sur¬ 
rounding counties. Sam¬ 
ples have been requested 


by the Botany Department 
at Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity - Carbondale for 
identification and record¬ 
ing purposes. The samples 
will hopefully increase 
the known distribution of 
this aquatic plant. 

SEPTEMBER 13, 1991 

On August 31, 1991 at 
5:03 P.M. an unknown ob¬ 
ject was seen in the sky 
above by two individuals 
riding in a car. They 
were approximately 5 miles 
frcm the site of the cir¬ 
cles and the object was 
seen in the direction of 
the site. It was blue in 
color and half moon in 
shape (flat on the bottom 
and round on top). It was 
several miles away but 
three times the size of a 
full moon. It flashed on 
for two seconds then it 
was gone. It was moving 
upward during the two sec¬ 
onds it was seen.

UFO near shuttle puzzles NASA scientists

Neither a lord nor a plane nor even, apparently. 
Superman, the identity of the mysterious object 
that floated beside the shuttle Atlantis earlier in 
its mission continues to elude NASA officials. 

The object, about o leel long and slightly 
resembling a car bumper, was videotaped by the 
astronauts Saturday as it sailed along between the 
shuttle and Earth. 

A NASA spokeswoman said Sunday that the 
object was no longer visible from the shuttle. Uut 
I be mvslerv remained. 

The National Aeronautics and Space Adminis¬ 
tration believes the object was nothing more than 


debris lost during the deployment ot a communi¬ 
cations satellite Friday, but acknowledges it can¬ 
not be certain what was out there.

Hollywood producer flies in to plan film

A TOP American film producer plans 
to nuke a full-length feature film in 
Todmorden based on the *'UFO*’ expe¬ 
riences of a former local policeman. 

It will follow on from a show screened 
successfully on a national U.S. television 
network and also brings in material relating 
to the largely unexplained death of a man 
found some months previously in a Todmor- 
drn coal yard. 

Michael Grais. aged 43. a partner in the 
Los Angeles based Victor and Grais Produc¬ 
tions. visited Todmordcn over the weekend 
and told the "Todmordcn News" he wanted 
to make the Him, based on the experiences 
of Mr Alan Godfrey. 

Mr Godfrey, of Todmorden. also aged 
43. was a policeman serving in Todmorden 
11 years ago when he claimed under hyp¬ 
nosis that he was taken aboard an alien spa¬ 
ceship while on duty in Burnley Road. 

Some months before, in June 1980. the 
body of Polish emigre Zygmunt Jan 
Adamski was found in bizarre circumstances 
on a heap of coal in a coni yard near Tod- 
mneden Railway Station. 

The "Todmorden News" reported then 
that the body had been found with mys¬ 
terious head injuries, which appeared to be 
caused by corrosive liquid. 

Mr Adamski a wife said at the inquest that 
she was not satisfied that after 12 weeks of 
inquiries no one had found out whai had ac¬ 
tually happened to her husband. 

Coroner Mr James Turnbull adjourned the 
inquest saying no stone would remain un¬ 
turned and police would continue investigat¬ 


ing Mr Adamski's death until the mystery 
was solved. 

But newspaper stories of the time linked 
Mr Adamski’s death with Mr Godfrey’s 
UFO experience, a theory police dis¬ 
counted. And in October, 1981. the 
"News" rcfawtcd that police had abruptly 
dropped their investigation three weeks pre¬ 
viously and had begun a tecuriry clamp- 
down. forbidding officers to speak to the 
press. 

In January this year Mr Grais. whose film 
credits include "Poltergeist 2". visited the 
town for die first time to interview Mr Godf¬ 
rey for a one hour television programme 
based on the experience, which has been 
shown nationally in the U.S. by television 
giants CBS. 

After visiting Cannes film festival earlier 
this month Mr Grais has been in Paris and 
London until his visit to Tadmonkra, and he 
Hew back to the U.S. this week. 

While in Europe he has been negotiating 
the sale of the television programme in 
Europe and interefl has been high. The pro¬ 
gramme. "Visitors From The Unknown", 
was one programme of a series of three, the 
other two featuring UFO experience* in the 
U.S. 

"We have been over here talking to 
people about the foreign sales and setting 
things up for the sene*. 

"It will definitely be seen in Britain. We 


have had a very positive response from the 
television show and there hat been a lot of 
interest in different countries regarding the 
movie. The film would be made in Todmor 
den and there is a very good chance it will be 
scripted and made. I am not sure when that 
will go into production because we have to 
write it first but it will be within the next 
year.” he said 

Mr Grais said Mr Godfrey's story was 
one of several submined by another pro¬ 
ducer for a television adaption and was a 
recreation based on detailed interviews with 
Mr Godfrey. 

Mr Godfrey, who has seen a copy of the 
show, said elements of Todmorden had been 
created as closely as possible and die more 
rural areas around Loa Angeles had been 
used to recreate the town — even the cow*, a 
disturbance among which the then PC Godf¬ 
rey was on his way to investigate^when the 
experience occurred has been brought in. 

The television documentary alio brought 
in the death of Mr Adamski. Mr Godfrey 
being one of the officer* on duty first called 
to the scene, and newspaper reports later 
linked the two incidents. 

The coal heap on which Mr Adamski’s 
body was found caused problems for the 
film maker* and Mr Grais said a heap of 
rocks had to be pr e pared and spray-painted 
black. 

Interest in unexplained pteivmma had 
reached a high point again with a number of 


recent sitings in the U.S. and Europe, he 
said. 

The television film includes number of 
special effects including spaceship interiors 
and aliens based on descriptions previously 
made by Mr Godfrey under hypnosis. 

Mr Grais went to film school at New York 
University and then attended a course on 
creative writing in Oregon before moving to 
Los Angeles, writing episodes of television 
police shows "Kojak" and "Starskey and 
Hutch". 

The first person to hire Victor and Grais 
Productions was English director David Put- 
tnim. for an adaption of "The October 
Circle", and other film credits have 
included "Death Hunt", which featured 
Charles Bronson and Lee Marvin and 
"Great Balls Of Fire", about rock star Jerry 
Lee Lewis. 

Michael Grais also scripted and helped 
Steven Spielberg produce the first "Polter¬ 
geist" movie and then produced "Polterge¬ 
ist 2", in 1984. His next project is a 
production of the Stephen King novel 
"Sleepwalker*". 

While in Todmorden Mr Godfrey took 
him on a tour of the Yorkshire moorland, 
including the "Bronteland" of Haworth, 
and Mr Grais stayed at ScaitclifTe Hall 
Hotel. Todmorden. 

"I have enjoyed my stay at the hall which 
was wonderful and in the local clubs and 
pubs I have visted. Todmorden is a great 
place to live — Alan’s very lucky to have 
grown up here and know everybody. 

"It’s so beautiful you could end up stay¬ 
ing," he said.

Caiitfiui Mitchell, an actor with 
excellent Hollywood credits, makes 
an appearance halfway through the 
show to tell audiences that an organi¬ 


zation known as Canadian Aerial 
Phenomenon Research Investiga¬ 
tions, based in Saskatoon, will pay 
125,000 to the person who ofTers the 
most promising exploration of the 
mysterious rings at Spalding. It 
wreaks of show business hokum, 
doesn’t add any credibility tc the 
show and if the research investiga¬ 
tors ever pay out the reward, hope¬ 
fully they’ll tell someone. 

Stronger editing would have en¬ 
riched the documentary’s quality but 
there are some good elements, in¬ 
cluding the planet photography by 
James Cousins, the narration by 
Earl Pennington and the way the 
UFO sighters tell their stories.

Do mantis-like UFO beings prey on us?

To the Hit of exotic creatures reported it 
the Great Swamp National Wildlife Refuge, 
add one more: praying mantis-like visitors 
from another planet 
Four weeks ago, Passaic Township police 
received an early morning call from an 
agitated Hoboken man who said he'd been 
abducted by an unidentified flying object 
while strolling on one of the refuge's obser¬ 
vation decks the previous day. 

“Be saw this ship that was the size of a 
car, off the ground, with tripod feet," Lt 
Donald Van Taasell said. "Heiald this arm 
came out'from it grabbed him around the 
waist and took him Inside." 

Once inside, the man — whose name 
police will not release "due to the nature of 
the call" — said the ship turned out to be as 
large as "three football fields," the officer 


aaid. The caller also said he was physically 
examined during the IVi-hour ordeal but 
not injured. 

"He said they were praying mantis-type 
creatures that meant him no harm," Van 
Taasell said. 

After regaining cnnsriousnres on the 
walkway of the swamp boardwalk, the man 
reported feeling disoriented. He told police 
that he drove back to Hoboken before decid¬ 
ing to notify them. 

Police, park employees and even UFO 
researchers expressed skepticism shout 
what appears to be the first reported extra¬ 
terrestrial sighting in the refuge. 

"I live a mile from where it happened," 
VanTassell said. "I was having a big barbe¬ 
cue at the time, and I didn't see anything." 

Tom McFadden, outdoor recreation plan¬ 
ner for the U.S. Fish L Wildlife Service, said 
he spent two hours combing the area for 
signs of the UFO. The routine check bore 
little fruit not even scorch marks from the 


Landing. 

"We used to get like that all the time 
in Philadelphia," said McFadden, recalling 
liii previous anignment with the federal 
agency. At the time, he worked next to a 
mental asylum, he said. 

Central Jersey's most famous space trav¬ 
eler, Howard Monger, said he baa no doubt 
that there are UFOs in this area. 

"I know they're all out there," said the 
former Hunterdon County sign painter, now 
69 and living in Vero Beach, Fla. Menger 
briefly buret onto the national scene in the 
mid-1960s, when be anrswinced that he'd 
been a frequent filer on interplanetary sau¬ 
cers. He parlayed his experiences into ap¬ 
pearance on the Steve Allen and "Tonight" 
shows, later organizing a UFO convention 
that drew 1,000 curiosity-seekers to his 
Ifewksbury farm in 1968.
